The joint Hquidation of the Is- 
rael-British Bank's

One of 
these creditors {s the “Merchants 
National Bank of Indiana, which 
has a $5m. claim against IBB’s Lon- 
don branch. 

Leon Charney, 8. U.S. lawyer who 
represents the Indiana bank, is now 
in Israel to seek a settlement. He 
says the Indiana bank is in favour 
of the joint liquidation, but has not 
received approval of its request 
that the Israel Government guaran- 
tee that it will recover at least 
50 per cent of its investment. 

Charney explained that since the 
Government has agreed to pay at 
least 50 per cent to depositors in 
the Israeli branch of ISB, there is 
no reason for discriminating against 


the creditors of the British branch. . 


if the Government does not meet 
his request, Charney said he might 
advise the Indiana bank not to sign 
the release. 

In response to a question, Char- 
ney said the Indiana bank has not 
yet been asked to sign a release. 
The final decision will be taken by 
the bank's president after he hears 
from Charney. 

The attorney also fears that a 
negative response might jeopardize 
the relationship between Israel and 
some regional banks in the U.S.

FOR THE OLDER PARTIES, of 
course, campaigning is no 


’ problem, with a State allocation 


of IL420,000 per representative 
in the Knesset (as the allocation 
is index-linked, it may well 
become 11.600,000 by the time 
new elections are actually held). 
Moreover Knesset members are 
entitled to 1L20,000 per month 


for their political activities, so 


that a faction with four 
members, such as the Indepen- 
dent Liberals, has at its disposal 
& budget of nearly ILim. per 
year to keep it going. The 
Labour Party, the biggest in the 
Knesset, operates on over 
IL10m. a year. 

However, the Labour Party 
{and some other older parties) 
is so financially strapped that 
sometimes its telephones and 
electricity are cut off. This is 
due, one is told, to debts incurred 
during the years before the state 
‘financing of parties. The Labour 
Party owes more than IL25m.; 
Berut, the second largest party, 
admits to between IL20m. and 
IL30m., but the figures are

probably much higher. 

The debts were incurred from 
normal political activities — as 
politics are understood in Israel. 
“The Party,"’ whichever it may 
be, is all-embracing. It cares for 
its members’ well-being — work, 
entertainment, culture, and 
political future. A self- 
respecting party must be able to 
boast of a large number of 
branches and maintain 
premises for meetings. It can- 
not, even if it wished, hold 
members’ gatherings at the 
back of a cafe or in a hotel as is 
done in Europe ~ for the simple 
reason that in most small towns 
no such premises are available. 
A party also sponsors sports ac- 
tivities, as well as youth 
movements. All these activities 
are necessary to maintain 
steady contact, with a large 
number of people who can serve 
85 cadres in time of emergency, 
such as a general election. 


IN THE CASE OF HERUT, the 
debts began accumulating in the 
early 1950s, when the party 
leaders felt a personal respon- 
sibility for the Irgun Zvai 
Le'umi's invalids and 
dependents. Only in 1953 did the 
Knesset allow state allocations 
to members of '‘dissident"’ 
groups on equal terms with 
I.D.F. veterans. A large part of 
Herut's debts was also incurred 
in subsidizing daily newspapers 
— “Herut," and then, ““‘Hayom," 
with the Liberals. General elec- 
tions, too, were conducted in 
grand style on money donated, 
but mainly borrowed, from 
banks, institutions and private 
-sources, “‘Our debt has not in- 
creased since the State began 
financing political parties; but 
the interest is all-consuming,"

To this day, though almost a 
septuagenarian, I still go riding 
when I can and tramp the coun- 
tryside, while those who are 
regarded as the champions of 
sport, (but not, most certainly 
not champions in sport) disturb 
my Shabbat afternoon rest by 
their roars from the football 
field at the nearby Y-M.C.A. 

That, however, is a criticism 
which can -be levelled against 
“‘sportsmen"’ throughout the 
world. It does not take into con- 
sideration the special quality of 
Israel ‘sport’ — and who wil] 
deny that it possesses a special 
quality all of its own? It has its 


special quality insofar as the . 


players are concerned. It has its 
distinctive mark insofar as the 
spectators are concerned. 
"As for the spectators. There is 
only one sport I have seen them 
indulge in; with the police out- 
side the walls of the Y.MLC.A. pitch 
on Saturday afternoons, when 
these youthful sportsmen 
regularly scale up the walls with 
improvised ladders and ropes 
and tear down the barbed wire 
fence which tops it, dodging the 
mounted police to do so, and thus 
gain entry without paying. 
. Apart from that, it is a sad, 
hear-breaking story of every 
kind of malpractice on their 
‘part, physical assault on the 
players and referees, throwing 
smoke bombs, the use of knives. 
The public has been shocked by 
last week’s murder. Had the 
fatal knife missed the heart and 
merely inflicted a flesh wound, 
the attack might even have gone 


- unrecorded. 
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a Herut source said. 

Mapai, the forerunner of the 
Labour Party, realized long ago 
that political activity required a 
regular souree of income. 
Closely-knit and comparatively 
‘small in scope, the Labour 
fraternity of that time made lit- 
tle distinction between 
cooperative and commercial 
enterprises sponsored by the 
political leadership and the par- 
ty itself. It was natural for a con- 
cern like Sole! Boneh to come to 
the aid of the party. Of course, 
there were legal and other fac- 
tors to be considered.

When the party 
resolved that it was morally 
acceptable to own real estate, 
the title-deeds were made out in 
the name of Independent groups 
of trusted persons. Thus, most 
property controlled by the 
Labour Party is owned and 
managed by a private company 
called “‘Batei Arlosoroff,"’ some 
of whose partners are long dead. 


_Today the Labour Party realizes 


that it cannot arrange  fi- 
nancial matters en famille any 
longer. Meir Zarmi, Labour's 
secretary-general, announced 
recently that the party has 
already taken legal steps to 
assume direct control of Beit 
Berl, the ideological college 
complex near Kiar Saba; and 
that Batei Arlosoroff will soon 
follow suit. 

A medium-sized party, the 
National Religious, have run 
into debt to the tune of between 
ποτα. and IL22m. (according to 
the party’s treasurer, Aharon 
Kopolovitz) by maintaining 120 
branches, financing a daily 
newspaper, arranging mass 
tours of youths and new im-

I have looked in vain for the 
slightest evidence either on the 
part of players or of spectators, 
of any of those things which 


justify sport in this country com- 


ing under the authority of the 
Ministry of Education and 
Culture. I seek in vain for a sign 
of any of the virtues which 
belong to sport and to 
“sportsmanship"; the values 
which sport is supposed to in- 
culcate, the team spirit, to learn 
how to be a good loser, to say 
“may the best man win," that 
“the game’s the thing." 

I listened attentively to the 
reaction of those responsible for 
sport in this country to the 
murder in Rehovot, to the ques- 
tion as to what steps they intend 
taking to clean up sport. One of 
them frankly admitted that, es- 
pecially in the lower leagues, the 
life of the referees is literally in 
danger, and he commented 
feelingly that most of them are 
married men with children and 
their wives and children could 
well be widowed and orphaned. 
‘When asked why they are sent, 
-he proudly answered that they 
love the game and volunteer for 
these dangerous missions with 
open eyes. Who dare say that the 
era of heroism is over in Israel 
when there are still those who 
volunteer for acting as impartial 
judges in a game of sport and 
thus risk their lives? 

And when asked what he, as 
one of those in charge of sport, 
intended to do, I could hardly 
believe my ears at his reply. To 
set up a strong enough physical 
barrier between the players on 


' the field and the spectators as to 


prevent them from swarming on 
the field to injure, or perhaps 
Kill, players or referee! Then 
everything will apparently be in 
order. 

That kind of sport we don’t 
need. What we do need is sport 
as an expression of good 
sportsmanship, one of the values 
sorely lacking in our society. 


Arts academy for all 


PSYCHOPOLIS is not a lost city, as 
its name might indicate. This terra 
incognita is nothing more than a 
school, an open university of the 
plastic arts. ᾿ ὃ 

Psychopolis is situated in one of 
the poorer quarters of the pleasant 
garden city of The Hague, the 
residence of the Dutch queen and the 
centre of its government. It occupies 
a large, attractively decorated, 
rambling building that used to be a 
huge technica) school. It teaches 
nearly all the visual and plastic arts 
— painting, drawing, sculpture, 
photography and film making, weav- 
ing and lithography, ceramics and 
glazing, etching and welding, film 
acting, and many more. 

The primary principle of this open 
academy is freedom. There are no 
examinations. Any one aged over 17 
but under 70 can take the courses. 
There are over 1,000 students, of 
which about 700 work full time. They 
enter the schoo! at times convenient 
to them, and work at their chosen 
subjects under the guidance of ex- 
perienced artists und teachers, using 
the elaborate modern equipment 
available. There are nearly 40 
teachers, or guides as they are call- 
ed, who are aided by a large 


technical and administrative staff. 


The facilities include a cafeteria, a 


shop for supplies and 8150 a well pop- 
ulated creche for the-students'’ 
toddJers. The schoo] is recognized by. 
the Dutch government 85 an Institu- 
tion of higher education, and is 
heavily subsidized by the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation and The 
Hague municipality. 

The school managers, George 
Lampe and Rudi Roojjackers, 
believe that art and artistic values 


. do not depend upon the passing of ex- 


aminations. There is therefore no en- 
trance examination elther. Anybody 
who is clearly motivated and is 
ready to pay the school fees and 
accepts the not too stringent school 
disciplines is accepted. The 
managers say that they soon find out 
if a candidate is really serious about 
learning. 

Psychopolis attracts many 
foreigners; nearly 150 pupils from 
abroad are at present studying 
there. Among them are no less than 
25 Israelis, the largest group after 
the Americans. Israelis are usually, 
at least at the start, astonished by 
the lack of supervision and strict dis- 
cipline, the school managers said. 
There igs no teaching in the narrow 
sense of this word at the open univer- 
sity, only However, 
foreigners usually adjust 
themselves to Psychopolis. TV.

migrants, and similar activities 
aimed at keeping contact with 
persons of kindred political 
thought. The NRP has a little im- 
movable property registered in 
the name of ‘“Tora va-Avoda," 8 
seml-independent society con- 
trolied by the party. However, 
the NRP is represented on 
several financial enterprises, 
the United Mizrahi Bank, for in- 
stance. “But when we obtain a 
loan, it is on purely commercial 
terms, like any other client," Zvi 
Bernstein, the NRP secretary- 
general, says. 


THERE ARE PROBABLY great 
variations in the degree of in- 
debtedness of the various par- 
ties. Obviously, there are great 
differences in the way they are 
managed. The Herut treasurer 
recently came under fire from 
some party leaders who reason- 
ed that because he is a wealthy 
man himself, he treated party 
finances with the nonchalance of 
a‘‘gvir" (patron). But where the 
treasurer is a professional he 
can do little to restrain expen- 
diture when the party chiefs 
claim action is imperative. The 
Labour Party, for instance, can- 
not afford not to expand its inter- 
national department — the 
Socialist International is too im- 
portant, politically and even 
nationally, to be ignored. Herut's 
particularly good relations with 
some French circles are well 
known. And during election cam- 
paigns, scarcely any party can 
keep expenses within reasonable 
bounds. 

With the accepted commercial 
interest rate running between 24 
and 28 per cent, all parties with 
big debts are obviously” in- 
terested in having the Consolida- 
tion Loan guarantee from the 


Treasury, which would reduce 
interest considerably and offer 
them a chance of balancing their 
budgets within a reasonable 
time. But the issue is now before 
the courts, which must decide 
whether it is legal for the 
government to give such a 
guarantee. 

The campaign against the 
Consolidation Loan was spurred 
by Shmuel Tamir, head of the 
Free Centre, and maintained by 
such guardians of public morals 
as the Shinui movement. Their 
argument is that the tax-payer's 
money should not be used to 
promote parties, but their 
political aim can be easily guess- 
ed. If Herut crumbles under the 
pressure of its debts, it will no 
longer lead the Likud, of which 
the Free Centre is part. The dis- 
solution .of the Labour Party 
would lead to a complete change 
of the political scene. Those who 
want change for the sake of 
change would be delighted. The 
Labour leadership, however, 
point out that state financing of 
parties is practised in Germany 
and Sweden, among others, and 
that it constitutes a safeguard 
against pressure groups of any 
kind. Would it help the public if 
business concerns were to im- 
pose their line on national 
policy? Or, to push the argument 
closer to Mr. Tamir, why should 
a successful lawyer be able to 
exercise more influence than a 
key trade unionist? Anyhow, 
both Labour and Herut solemnly 
swear that they will repay all 
debts. Consolidation Loan or not. 
And the small parties may not 
yet rejoice at the demise of the 
Big Brothers.

The appeal to 
volunteers has increased. Paid 
party personnel are being reduc- 
ed — the Labour Party Ex- 
ecutive, for instance, has 
scrapped 50 posts in the past 
year, treasurer Uri Bas says. 
Bookkeeping is more tightly con- 
trolled. But most important of 
all, new-patterns must be devis- 
ed for the next electoral cam- 
paign. Instead of relying on a 
mastodont party machine, the 
campaign will have to appeal to 
the unallied voter, one who will 
go to the polls out of a real urge 
to influence affairs according to 
the signal he gets from cam- 
paign slogans. 

The campaigner will have to 
be more sophisticated than 
before.

‘for immigrants | 


" AS PART of the annual conference of 
the Israel Institute for Sacred Music, 
which took place in Jerusalem on 
December 2, a concert, featuring the 
Natanya Orchestra, was held (Beit 
Oved Hairiya, December 3). This 
‘was an occasion to make the acquain- 
tance of the orchestra, which was 
founded in 1973, principally toabsorb’ 
new immigrants. It also afforded me 
the opportunity to see its conductor, 
Bytan Avitzur, a young composer 
and former head of the Institute, in 


action. 


The programme featured E.W. 
Sternberg’s ““Amcha" Suite, Andre 
Hajdu‘s ““Truath Melech” (A King's 
Fanfare) and seven orchestral 
arrangements of Jewish melodies of 
various communities. The 
orchestra ordinarily performs 
light classical music and Mr. Avitzur 
sees to it that arranged and com- 


posed Jewish folklore is included. 


Hajdu’s piece was written for 


Gtora Feidman, the I.P.0.

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BEIRUT BLEEDS 


THE FULL-SCALE fighting in Lebanon bas now engaged the 
army as well, therefore pitting the country’s established insti- 
tutions against the most radical Moslem elements. :

“Tt takes the courage of a hawk to be a 
dove." This philosophical-ornithological 
observation was offered by Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon on Wednesday in a 
lunchtime toast te his guest from Mexico, 
Emilio Rabasa. 

Rabasa, in his own toast, had got 
himself charmingly entangled in a well- 
meant zoological metaphor concerning 
the eagle and the jaguar. 

Allon took up the metaphor and 
revealingly extended it to our familiarly 
Israeli species, using it to express the 
thought which apparently preoccupied 
him. 


This was the morning after. Tweive 
hours earlier, Allon's dramatic outburst 
at the Labour Knesset caucus (“I have 
been silent for too long...’") had elec- 
trified the political community. Knesset 
corridors and newspaper columns were 
agog with speculation over the 
background, the motive, and the possible 
repercussions of the Foreign Minister's 
bitter tirade. 

One repercussion is already shaping 
up: the Labour Knesset faction, and the 
Party's wider policy-making bodies, 
have decided to hold no-holds-barred 
debates on the fundamental issues — 
defence and peace policies, the ad- 
ministered areas, the Palestinian 
problem. Allon’s sharp words, the final 
shots in a spirited barrage by the doves, 
have catalyzed this process of reassess- 
ment, which Rabin would have preferred 
to slow down, but which can plainly be 
slowed down no longer. 

Allon is pushing in the same direction 
in the cabinet. He has formally proposed 
a full-dress ‘‘political debate," which will 
obviously centre on the Palestinian ques- 
tion. Rabin has not demurred, but in 


Ἵ practice he has not acceded to the 


proposal and is still intent on stalling for 
as long as possible. He knows that such a 
debate would inevitably lay bare the deep 
differences between his ministers. But 
Allon’s outburst at the faction may mean 
that Rabin can stall no longer. 

After all, Allon is due in Washington in 
less than a month. His hosts there cannot 
be expected to confine their conver- 
sations with him solely to planning tac- 
ties for the Security Council debate. They 
will want to discuss broader questions, in- 
cluding the Palestinian question. 

If Allon has no clear mandate from the 
Cabinet on these broader questions, he 
will have to reply to American probing in 
his ‘private capacity."’

But Allon was already aggrieved — 
over the failure to consult hira before the 
bombing of the Lebanese terror bases 
(his being abroad at the time would not 
have precluded consultation). 

4nd the party has looked askance for 
some time at Rabin's appointment of 
Arik Sharon as his adviser, and at his 
well-publicized conversations with 
another popular opposition politician, 
Ezer Weizman. There is growing dis- 
gruntlement at the premier’s seemingly 
deliberate and methodical whittling 
away of the party's role in policymaking. 
The ‘leading forum” (haforum hamovil) 
of ministers and party keymen has prov- 
ed to be at best stillborn, at worst — a 
hoax, played- on the veteran party 
leadership to assuage their indignation at 
being left out of things. 

The heavy-handedness with which 
Rabin has gone about introducing the 
proposals to streamline the Cabinet have 
again betrayed his near-contempt for the 
very people who put him in power. 

All these motives lay beneath the sur- 
face of Tuesday night's onslaught on the 
Prime Minister.
